L X 7 HEN we are in Health, u, in | 
W ought (as we have opportuniFere j; 
ty) to offer up our Morning, and Exui il gra 
ing Sacrifice of Prayer in the * len cc 
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| GOD: and ſince in the time of Szckyeſs, 
| we need more eſpecially the benefits of 
daily Devotion, and of communicating 
with Heaven; it behoves every Chri- 
ſtian, to the utmoſt of his power, (be- 
| ſides his ſecret Devotions ) to perform 
this holy Exerciſe in his Chamber, and 
with his Friends, and thoſe of the ſame 
Family, when he is diſabled from go- 
ing to God's Sanctuary. ?Tis ſaid of St. 
Stephen, that he died calling upon God ; 
Att. 7. 59. and a greater than he, the 
bleſſed Jeſus did the fame: and ſince 
this is the neceſſary way of giving up 
our Souls to our Maker, certainly in 
he approaches to Death, Prayer is to 
e carefully attended to, and to be made 
he continual refreſhment of the Bed of 
icknelſs. 
II. If the Sick Perſon is confin'd to 
s Bed, and cannot put himſelf into the 
oper geſtureof Prayer, he is not there- 
pon to think himſelf exempted from 
is Duty, but to pray the more earneſt- 
wFF, in proportion to his Wants: and 
migere is no cauſe of fearing, but God 
en il graciouſly receive his Supplications,

III. Let the ſick Perſon deſire the Þ 
charitable Aſſiſtance of the Miniſter af | 
his Pariſh, before his Intellectuals ate r 
clouded, and his weakneſs prevails too f 
far upon him; and then ſuch Viſits may N ff 
be much more uſeful to him, than they t 
are in the common way : for certain) © 
tis a very unwiſe courſe, to ſtay till tie I tl 
Phyſician retires, before a Spiritual Gui g 
is requeſted to come. Tis then too late ff 
for him to begin his Enquiries, and A- E. 
plications ; or to have any Conference 
with one whoſe Voice, and Strength, 
and Vitals are almoſt ſpent, and who 
Senſes have loſt their Natural Offices: 
and he cannot be admitted then into the 
ſecrets of his Soul; nor know his parti 
cular Wants; nor adminiſter ſuch hel 


to him, as he might have done before anc 
this Extremity, Ch 
IV. Tis needful for every Chriſtian] tha! 


(that hath not finiſh'd his Mill, and tha 
oughll Wh 
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ought to make one for the preventing 
of Contention, or Injuſtice) to put his 
Temporal Affairs in order, and to diſ- 
poſe of his Efate, in the beginning of 
his Sickneſs: that when it ſhall grow 
more violent, he may not be diſcom- 
pos d with worldly Thoughts; and he 
may have nothing elſe to do, but to 
prepare for dying like a Chriſtian. Tis 
ft there ſhould be ſome interval be- 
ween the diſtractions of his, and the 
entrance upon another life: and ſince in 
che days of our ſtrength, the World in- 
groſſeth fo much of our time; we can 
e ſpare very little of it, when we have an 
Eternal Poſſeſſion to gain, or to loſe. 
V. If the Sick Perſon feels his Con- 
ſcience troubled with any weighty mat- 
ter; he 1s exhorted by the Charch, to 
make ſpecial Confeſſion of his Sins to the 
Miniſter that viſits him: and then ha- 
ving teſtified his hearty Repentance, 
he is encouraged to deſire Abſolution; 
and to receive it in the Form of the 
Church, with all poſſible humility, and 
thankfulneſs ; looking upon the Prieſt 
that declares it, as ſpeaking from God ; 
who gave this Authority to his Church, 
M 3 and 
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and to the Paſtors of it; Whoſe ſoever 
ſins ye remit, they are remitted unto them; 
Joh. 20. 23. and whatſoever ye ſhall looſe 
on Earth, ſhall be looſed in Heaven, Mat. 
18,18. However ſince the Miniſterial 
Power cannot abſolve any, whom God 
doth not abſolve; the infirm Chriſtian 
is to remember, that he can have no 
advantage by this Abſolution, but upon 
the condition of his ſound, and ſincere 
Repentance, (God fo requiring it:) and 
by conſequence he is earneſtly to frame 
hanſelf to ſuch a Contrition. Tis fit alſo 
for him to obſerve ; that though our 
Church preſſeth particular Confeſſion to 
a Prieſt, only when the Conſcience is 
diſquieted with Sins of deeper Maligni- 
ty, yet it doth not diſcountenance the 
more frequent uſe of it; and this too 5 
ſo comprehenſive a Caſe, as to take in 
great numbers that neglect it: and ti 
the declar'd Judgment of a 
Learned Champion againſt P- 
pery, and a famous Director of the Sick 
That Confeſſion being uſeful in all Caſes, 
and neceſſary in ſome ; and encourag*d bj 
Evangelical Promiſes, by Scripture. Prece- 


dents, by the Example of both Teſtaments,

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| and preſcribd by Apoſtolical Injunct ions, 


and the Canons of all Charches, and the 
Example of all Ages; and taught us by the 
Analogy to the Miniſterial Power, ana the 
very Neceſſities of every Man; he that for 
ſtubbornneſs, or any other criminal weak- 
neſs, ſhall decline it in the days of his dan- 
ger, is near death, but very far off from 
the King dom of Heaven. | 

VI. Letnot the Sick Chriſtian delay 
his Preparations for Death; nor be more 
ſolicitous for the Cure of his Boay, than 
of his Soul: but upon the firſt warning 
given him by any mortal Diſtemper, let 
him be ſure to recollect himſelf, and to 
fortify his Soul with the ſuccours of Re- 
ligion, and to break off his commerce 
with the World, and to take his leave 
ofit ſolemnly, as if he were then depar- 
ting from it. For by this courſe he will 
certainly be the fitter to die, if it pleaſeth 
God then to call him from hence: and 
if God reſtores him to his former 
ſtrength, he will be much the fitter to 
live. He that Travels in uncertain Wea- 
ther, will provide againſt Rain; and if 
it falls not, he is not the worſe for his 


Froviſion. In ſuch a mighty Concern 


M 4 we 
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we cannot be too forward, or too cau- 
tious; and without timorouſneſs, or de- 
ſpondency, or ſinking under a Diſeaſe, 
we may wiſely apprehend, that it may 
ſend us to our Grave; and ought by 
conſequence to act, as if it would: For 
though tis a part of Chriſtian Courage 
to be above the fears of Death tis not fo, 
to be above the apprehenſions of dying. 
There can be no peril, in making Death 
familiar to our Minds; but in flattering 
our ſelves with the hopes of Recovery, 
there may be very much: and for an 
early Preparation we cannot die the 
ſooner; but we ſhall die much better. 
VII. The Chriſtian is to conſider his 
Sickneſs, as inflicted on him by God, 
and not barely the effect of Second 
Cauſes; and as inflicted either for his 
Trial, or Amendment, or Correction; or 
for the Example of others, that may be 
edify'd by his Patience; or for the in. 
creaſe of his future Felicity; and he is to 
bz aſſur'd, that F he bears it patienth, 
and trulj Repents of his Sins, truſting in 
God's mercy through Chriſt Jeſns, and 


meekly ſubmits himjelf to the good will of 


God, this Viſitation ſhall turn to his 1% 
12 t, 
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fit, and help him forward in the right way 
to everlaſting Life. This will be a miti- 
gation to the Sorrows of the Sick Bed, 
to reflect upon the beneficial Ends, 
which our gracious God hath in chaſti- 
ſing us: and it will make us indifferent, 
and eaſy as to the event; becauſe Whe- 
ther we live, we live unto the Lord; and 
whether we die, we die unto the Lord; whe- 
ther we live therefore, or die, we are the 
Lord's, Rom. 14.8. 

VIII. Proportionable to the good- 
neſs of God in correcting us for our be- 
nefit, is the behaviour of every ſick 
Chriſtian to be: and particularly he is 
to be Patient under the divine Strokes, 
and willing to reſign up his Soul to 
him that gave it; and not to fall into 
any ſinful Paſſion, or Murmuring a- 
gainſt God. By repining, and peeviſh- 
neſs, and clamours, the Pains of a Di- 
ſtemper will not be remov'd; but the 
Profit ableneſs of it may be loſt: and the 
impatient ſufferer may provoke God to 
ſtrike him more heavily. We are there- 
fore inſtructed thus by our Church, that 
there ſhould be no greater comfort to Chri- 
ſtians, than to be made like unto C 
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by ſuffering patiently adverſities, troubles 
and ſictneſſes; and that our way to eternal 
Joy is to ſaffer here with Chriſt, and our 
door to enter into eternal life, is gladly to 
die with him. 

IX. It becomes a Chriſtian not only 
tobe quiet, and ſilent, and paſſive in his 
Sickneſs ; but alſo to be thankfulto God, 
for his Fatherly diſcipline ; and for af- 
flicting him in Compaſſion, and not in 
Anger: for if God deals with him as a 
Father, he ought to expreſs towards 
God the Duty, and Gratitude of a Soy. 
For the enlarging hereof, it will alſo be 
proper for him, to look back upon all 
the Mercies, and Preſervations of his 
Life paſt ; and to bleſs God for the un- 


deſerved enjoyment of them, and eſpe- 


cially of Spiritual Bleſſings: and when 
he is praiſing God with Ardency, and 
Elevation of Soul ; he will be the leſs 
ſenſible of the burthen that lies upon 
him. It may further be conſider'd, that 
though Sickneſs is an Affliction, yet to 
be taken away without it, in an unpre- 
par d Condition, is a much greater: and 
therefore the Chriſtian, in the midſt of 
his Agonies, hath reaſon to lift —— 

| eart 
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Heart in thankfulneſs to God, for not 
ſnatching him away ſuddenly; but gi- 
ving him time to bethink himſelt, and 
to conſider his ways, and to ſeek for 
Pardon, and Sacramental Conſolation. 
In making this Acknowledgment, a 
Chriſtian is charitable to himſelf, as well 
as grateful to God : For it will refreſh 
him to think, that the Circumſtances of 
his Sickneſs are ſuch as argue God's 
Tenderneſs towards him : and his Pro- 
vidential Care, and Wiſaow in appoint- 
ing what is moſt expedient for him. 

X. There are two Extreams to be 
diligently avoided in looking towards 
another World: the one is a diſtruſtful 
fainting of Mind upon the remembrance 
of former Tranſgreſſions; and the other 
is an inſenſibility of ſpiritual Danger, and 
a ſtupid anconcernedneſi for the ſecurity 
of the Soul. The one of theſe Diſtem- 
pers is to be healed, by ſeparating com- 
mon Frailties, and Ignorances from wil- 
ful, and deliberate Sins; ( ſo that the 
tender Chriſtian may not be terrified 
with needleſs fears) and by reflecting 
upon God's ineffable goodneſs, and love 
towards Mankind, and his readineſs to 

accept

accept our imperfect Services; and to 
pardon our Offences ; and upon the 
boundleſs value of the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt ; and upon the encouragements, 
and promiſes of the Goſpel made to all 
returning Sinners. The other of theſe 
evils is to be remov'd, by awakening 
the Conſcience, and ſetting before it the 
Threatnings of God; and the repugnan- 


cy of all fin to his moſt Holy Nature; 


and the frightful condition of departing 
with the guilt of it upon the Soul; and 
the neceſſity of ſincere Repentance; and 
the vaſt importance of the ſtate of E- 
ternity ; and the infinite peril of abu- 
ſing God's long ſuffering, and of ſquan- 
dring away that little Time which is 
left for reconciliation to him. 

XI. The ſick Perſon is to be careful, 
not to be overcome by any of the temp. 
tations incident to Sickneſs; and not to 
increaſe his debts to God, when he is to 
' ſeek for the divine releaſe of ſuch as he 
had formerly contracted. If it be not 
his lot to recover, this is the laſt mo- 
ment of turning to God, and forſaking 
his old Vices; and how then will there 
be any time found, to Repent 3 

ins 
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Sins which are now committed? how 
will he wipe off the freſh Accuſations, 
that (hall de brought againſt him? ?Tis 
of no advantage not to be ſurpriz d by 
a ſudden blow; if by Sinning on the ve- 
ry Bed of Sickneſs, we make Death 
ſudden to us, whenever it comes. 

XII. In uſing the help of Phyſtzans, 
tis neceſſary to look up to God for his 
Bleſſing upon their Endeayours ; and 
not to rely upon their Skill, and Medi- 
cines, more than upon the immediate 
interpoſition of the goodneſs, and pow- 
er of God. Their labours are vain, if 
God doth not give them ſucceſs; and 
their Promiſes are vain, if he doth not 
ratify them by his Providence: But fo 
far as they are ſubſervient to him, we 
lawfully may, and ought in prudence 
to call in their Aſſiſtance; becauſe we 
are bound to preſerve our Health, by 
ſuch innocent means as we are able to 
employ. Cleanſe thy Heart from all wich- 
edneſs; (ſaith the Son of Sirach) and 
pray unto the Lord, and hz will make thee 
whole : Then give place to the Phyſitian, 
for the Lord hath created him ; let him 
not go from thee, for thou haſt need of him, 
Eccl. 38. 10, 9, 12. XIII. 
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XIII. Let the Sick Chriſtian apply 
himſelf to the examining, and raiſing, 
and exerciſing of his Faith; and let him 
conſider how firmly he truſts, and con- 
fides in the Merits, and All-ſufficient 
Sacrifice of Chriſt Jeſus, for Pardon, 
and Salvation : Let him ſtrengthen his 
aſſent to all the Articles of the Creed, 
and turn his belief into the love of them; 
and let him dwell upon this Contem- 
plation; That there is no other name under 
Heaven, but that of our Lord Jeſus,where- 
by we can be ſaved, Act. 4. 12. and that 
he is able to ſave them to the uttermoſt, 
who come unto God by him, ſeeing he ever 
liveth to make interceſſion for them, Heb. 
7. 25. Nothing can more ſupport a Man 
in hisdeclining Eſtate, than to /ook with 
an active, and vigorous Faith, unto 
Jeſus the Author, and finiſher of it; and 
to imprint upon the Mind the myſteri- 
ous Frame of our Redemption, and the 


Promiſes of God in Chriit ; and to re- 


member that he 7s the very Paſchal Lamb, 
which was offer d for us, to take away our 
Sins; and by his Death hath deſtroyed 
Death, and by riſing to Life again hath 
reſtor'd to us Everlaſting Life, 


XIV. 
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XIV. The Belief of a Chriſtian will 
be directed, and encourag'd by Reading, 
and Meditating upon the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which were written, that we through 
patience, and comfort, of them might have 
hope, Rom. 15. 4. This therefore is an 
employment, that muſt not by any 
means be omitted by him in his Di- 
ſtreſs: for the Bible is the beſt Compani- 
on, and the beſt Comforter for the Sick ; 
and is profitable for Doctrine, for reproof, 
for correct ion, for inſtruction in Righte- 
_ ouſneſs : 2 Tim. 3. 16. And the Word 
of God is ſuch a Treaſure, as (by the 
efficacy of his Spirit) will ſupply all our 
ſpiritual Wants. Particularly the Book 
of Pſalms 1s ſuch an admirable Enter- 
tainment for a Sick Chriſtian, that Sleep 
it ſelf ( when moſt wanted) cannot be 
more refreſning to him; and the con- 
verſing with them is enough to take 
away the ſenſe of his affliction, and to 
raiſe the Soul above the anguiſh of the 
Body: they are perfect and pure; (as 
the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks) converting the Soul, 
rejoycing the Heart, and enlightning the 
Eyes; they are ſweeter than Honey, and 
more deſirable than the fineſt Gold, Pf. 19. 
7,8, 10. XV. 
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XV. The Lord's Supper is eſteem'd 


by the Charch, a neceſſary Comfort for 


Chriſtians near their departure ; and fo 
in the Primitive Ages it was carefully 
adminiſter'd to the Sick: it Seals to 
them the Remiſſion of Sins, and ſup- 
ports them againſt the Terrors of Death, 
and aſſures them of the Reſurrection of 
their Bodies, and teſtifies their _—_ 
in the Peace, and Communion of the 
Church. Accordingly the Sick Chri- 
{tian is to diſpoſe himſelt for this bleſ- 
ſed Sacrament in good time, and before 
his Diſeaſe hath brought him too low; e- 
ſpecially if he hath been negligent in fre- 
quenting it during the days of his health. 
Tis a ſad ſtupidity to put off this high 
Duty, till the Death bed reminds us of 
it; and when we cannot go to the 
Houſe of God, which is the fitteſt place 
for it: and yet ?tis better that ſuch as 
are capable of it, ſhould begin with 
this Sacrament in the laſt hour, than de- 
part without ever receivingit. They 


are to bewail their former neglecting it, 


and to give this Sin a peculiar place in 
their Humiliations : Bur there is hope, 


that God will accept of that little they 
then 
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then do, if it be their bef. But this in- 
ſtruction of the Church is not to be for- 
gotten ; That if 4 Chriſtian, either by 
reaſon of extremity by ickneſs, or for want 
of due warning to the Curate, or for lack 
of company to receive with him, or by any 
other juſt impediment, do not recerve the 
Sacrament of Chriſt's Body and Blood ; yet 
if he truly repents of his Sins, and ſted- 
faſtly believes that Chriſt hath ſuffered 
Death apon the Croſs for him, and ſhed 
his Blood for his Redemption ; earneſtly 
remembring the benefits he hath thereby, aud 
giving him hearty thanks for them; he 
doth then eat, and drink the Body, and 
Blood of our Saviour Chrift, profitably to 
the health of his Soul; although he do not 
receive the Sacrament with his Mouth: 
and conſequently in ſuch Caſes he is nor 
to be diſcourag'd, and troubled in mind 
tor the want of it. r 

XVI. The Sick Perſon is to take an 
exact care, that he goes not out of the 
World, with the load of Injuſtice upon 
his Soul; he is to be j«ft in diſpoſing of 
his Goods, not with indirect fondneſſes, 
and partiality, but with as much equa- 


lity as he can, towards ſuch as he is 
N obliged 
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obiged to provide for; and not diftnhers.. 
ting or excluding any of his Children 
upon ſlight Prevocations: and if he hath 
formerly made any raſn YVows, or Pro- 
teſtatiuns to this effect, he is to Repent 
of them, and not to a liſh _ 


Again, he is to be yaf in giving 
for the payment of all his Debts; and 
in veſtoring without delay whatever he 
hath gam'd by oppreſſion, and whate- 


ver he hath wrongfully detained from 
any; eſpecially from Orphans, and i. 
dows : for God is the helper 2 Father- 
tefs, and u Judge of the Widows ; Pf, xo. 
14. & 68.5. and their Tears will entail 
a Curſe upon what is taken away from 
them, and all the Poſſeſſions that go 
along with it. This point of Reftitwtron, 
and Satisfattionfor Injuries is very ten- 
der, and ought to be preſſed home up- 
on the Conſciences of Men; for unleſs 
they make amends to all whorh «hey 
have wronged, or deframaed, or flandey's, 
5 — far as they have Ability to do t) 

ey cannot expect forgiveneſs from 
God for ſuch Offences; and then let 
them think, what their Doom is likely 
to be: If (faith the honeſt —— 
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I have taten any og [res any Man, 1 
reſtare him fourfold ; and this was the day 
that Salvation came to his Hogſe, Luk. 
19.8, 9, There may be ſome Difficul- 
ties.in ſtating the meaſures, and ways 
of Reſtitution; and for the ſetling of 
Confcience in intricate Caſes, it will be 
needful to conſult a faithful Guide, and 
to follow his advice: but as tor the ge- 
neral zeceſſiry of this Duty, it wants no 
proof; and to this purpoſe I ſhall uſe 
the Words of a moſt excellent Writer; 
As long as thou keepeff any thing Whole Dus» 
of anjuſt gain, tis as it were an of Man. 
reday i pave from the Devil, which gives 
him full right to thy Soul. It may be ad- 
ded, That ſuch Reſtitution ought to 
be made immediately upon the firſt 
Conviction of the Mind, if tis poſſible 
and cannot ſafely be left to Heirs and 
Executors, who may defeat the good 
Reſolutions of the Penitent.

XIX. There is no dying with a Ra- 
tional Peace, unleſs the Chriſtian be ſen- 
ſible of having employ d at leaſt the 
Minutes of his Sickneſs with ſome In- 
tegrity, to Prepate himſelf for this great 
Change; and to chis end he is to under- 
take a ſtrict Examination of himſelf, both 
concerning his paſt life, and concerning 
the performance of the particular Du- 
ties neceſſary in his preſent Circumſtan- 
ces.
